15475.98 RC USB, Sat Nov 4 at 1746, no signal yet into 
Argentina remote; *1748 cuts on with song as I pause for [lunch], 1822 
from talk to another song, S7/S9. 1836 LRA36 ID with RAE; 1827 ID with 
Universidad Nacional de Quilmes. Plug an event to take place Wed Nov 9 
at 18h [21z] in some auditorium; rather than a broadcast, I think.

Only others on 13m: 21485 and 
21690, both also TDF but in better shape (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


7590, Nov 4 at 0628, Greekish? music, something new 
here, S9+10 vs intermittent line noise level of S9+20. 0630 Persianish 
news about Hezbollah, clips of SOS Blinken in English. I bet it’s 
Radio Farda. Yes: now listed 0230-0830 via KUWAIT. No jamming (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx KIRITIMATI. Bruce Conti, NRC IDXD ed., replies to my obs that 846 
carrier is not being heard direct nor at Kaneohe, Oahu, KiwiSDR which 
used to hear it well:

Well, 846 was certainly on air by 0430 if not earlier, last year, and 
it’s not clear if these listings be current. 1440 entry in Asiawaves 
is dated Jan 2020; and for 846, Oct 2020. Also, same UT sked for 1440 
and 846 which are 2 timezones apart?? Is 846 a 100% relay // 1440? PAL 


explicitly states they are not //; but both off the air 0130-0500. 
I`ll certainly check Oahu later from 0500 or even 0530. If they are 
not //, why should each reference claim exactly the same timespans for 
both despite two timezones apart? I don’t find any Pacific in mwlist, 
hidden? Is Oahu or anyone hearing 846 deeper in the night to -0935, 
-0936 or -1005? Hardly ever any audio. It could also be that the 
carrier sometimes? stays on during the silent hours. That would not be 
reported as part of the schedule. It may really be totally off the 
air. Oahu remote at 0530 Nov 6 shows no 846 on waterfall yet suggests 
there is an inaudible signal fluxuating between -4.8 and +1.2 Hz. No 
different at 0600. I suspect that be a drawback of the SDR.

xx OKLAHOMA. FM DX report Nov 7 under USA includes some OKitems 


xx OKLAHOMA. RF 15, Nov 4 at 0125 UT, astounded to see a full-blown 
infomercial - on TBN?? Did KTBO ``14`` OKC pick up a wrong satellite 
feed? Something about health/medicine, I guess, unknown if 
gospelhuxter undertone. I *neverx watch TBN, but tuning across it. 
Same on cable 3 Optimum Enid. No, at 0130 TBN ID flashes and into 
“GAITHER A Legacy In Music’ which is scheduled per TitanTV listings at 
0000-0130, 0130-0300 and 0300-0400 UT. I guess the infomercial is part 
of that? I let it run on a monitor, and at 0209 another commercial! 
For OMEGA-XL. I know the lines are fuzzy, witness PBS, but aren't TBN 
stations licensed as noncommercial? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx OKLAHOMA. RF 17, Nov 2 at 0217 UT, K17JN-D, 3ABN network, Enid`s 
only local TV, is back on the air. I neglected to report Oct 31 at 
1547 that it was totally off the air. But still, NO audio or video 
modulation, just silence and black, as it had been since at least 
October 7!

kW south of Enid, semi-local but ACI from 89.1 Enid translator.

9690, Wed Nov 8 at 2300, token English from SNR still starts 
uttering basic B23 schedule with no language details, not even 
English, now a sesquiweek after effective Oct 29. After news, 
2309-2319 first feature of interest is about the whistling language of 
the Canary Islands, Sr. Romero talking about it as Quintana translates 
- from Spanish, not whistlish. Too few examples of how it really 
sounds. Reception sufficient but some deep fades, direct into DX-398 
with a few meters of clip-on antenna (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx SUDAN SOUTH [non]. 21485, Nov 3 at 1515, S6/S9 of talk but 
modulation breaking up rapidly. Per EiBi this is R. Tamazuj based in 
Holland, 1430-1600 via Issoudun, FRANCE. B23 Aoki misses this one 
completely. To make it as obscure as possible, HFCC lists this only as 
JRC in the Apd language. One of only three 13mb signals along with 
21640V also FRANCE, and 21660, see UNID (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TIBET [non]. 12125, Nov 3 at 1542, S8/S9 Chinese mixing with 


another lang at equal level. It’s CNR1 jamming vs RFA Tibetan at 15-16 
via TINIAN. The imperialist ChiCom occupiers could at least have the 
courtesy to employ Tibetan language jamming but probably from outside 
Tibet due to skipzone (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TURKEY. 9700, Nov 3 at 0652, S6/S8 talk sounds more Turkish than 
Japanese. TRT at 310 degrees sked 04-07; NHK at 305 degrees at 05-08 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TURKEY [and non]. 5960.017, Nov 3 at «2304, VOT cuts on late, JIP 
news in English, S9+30/35 into UTwente. Something’s always erroneous 
at Emirler. I was listening from 2253 on 5960.000 to snippets of 
Chinese martial music cutting on and off, i.e. PBS Xinjiang, Urumqi, 
nominal start 2300 per EiBi, from EAST TURKISTAN, land of imperialist 
ChiCom genocide against Uyghurs and other Moslems. But once TRT is 

on, it obliterates XJPBS which was only S9/+10. Almost; still audible 
as an understation during pauses. Unfortunately VOT suffers from a 
constant squeal, like WEWN. I`d rather not listen. In background at 
2314, I recognize the 2-minute multilingual ID filler reel. By 2338 
drifted to 5960.018. At 2340 I turn on UTwente’s Autonotch, but moxnix 
as the squealing is not a constant pitch. Narrow filter to 2.15 kHz 
rids it but makes what's left even more lofi. 2352 s/off sked as usual 
mentions only 4 xotherx English broadcasts in jumbled order, never 
this very one: 1330 on 13635, 1930 on 6050, 2130 on 7285, 1730 on 
9660. Wait a minute: 2130 is supposed to be on 9610, while 7285 is at 
0400! I bet this never gets corrected in the next pentamonth. And 
still going at 2400 opening extraneous German. At 2417 I realize 
that’s Chinese again instead of German, so TRT has turned off in the 
last few minutes (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

2353 sign-off 
with partial sked almost totally wrong. Clueless announcer. Each of 
the times labeled *‘UTC’* while they are mostly really local UT+3!! 
Sic: 2230-2330, 0030-0130, 0200-0300 on 5960, 9660 at 
2030-2130[correct Z], 07-08 on 6125, 7285. But ‘pre-recorded at 23-00 
& 04-05[corrects]°*. 6 notes of IS before chopoff, uncovering Chinese; 
no finesse. Something's always awry at Ankara, erroneous at Emirler 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TURKEY. 5960.005, Nov 7 at 2325, VOT VG into UTwente, S9+25/35 


after not getting it at all direct vs my line noise. Atop slight 
CCCCCCI as usual, ending ‘Weekly Commentary’; 2320 with-you-every-hour 
promo, music; 2331 ‘Turkey's Geomarked Products’; 2333 music; 2337 
always-by-your-side, music; 2343 multi-lingual ID filler reel, music; 
2352 s/off more accurate than yesterday but incomplete sked voiced by
